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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

2. Applicant's arguments, filed April 27, 2009, with respect to claims 1-52 and 56-58 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-52 and 56-58 
has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-52 and 56-58 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

For claims 1-52 and 56-58, the prior art fails to teach or render obvious a 
combination of: 

providing a plurality of buffers uniquely associated with the multiple signal 
streams supplying PDUs to the first MAC client; 
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for each given PDU decapsulated from the MAC frames received at the second 
MAC client, forwarding the given PDU to a select one of said plurality of buffers that is 
associated with the signal stream from which the given PDU originated in accordance 
with the identifier of the MAC frame from which the given PDU was decapsulated; 
monitoring a fullness condition of each one of said plurality of buffers; and 
transmitting a Pause control frame from the second MAC client to the first MAC 
client, the Pause control frame indicating the fullness condition of each one of said 
plurality of buffers
